+ Births, Australia 1984 (3301.0), released on 23 October 1985, commented that, because of 
abnomal delays in births registrations in New South Wales, the approval figure for 
Australia, for live births registered in 1984 (234,034), is understated by approximately 
4,400. 


+ Foreign Investment in Enterprises in Australia June Quarter 1985 (5306.0), released on 


16 October 1985, announced that it contained revised and more comprehensive quarterly 
statistics on foreign investment in enterprises in Australia than those shown in the 
preliminary publication, Foreign Investment in Enterprises in Australia, June quarter 1985 
preliminary (5307.0), issued on 4 September 1985. The publication also announced that from 
the next issue, due in January 1986, there will be a change in title of this publication 
to Foreign Investment, Australia. The re-titled publication will present more 
comprehensive statistics on both foreign investment in Australia and Australian investment 
abroad. In addition, a number of changes to definitions and classifications for particular 
series will be introduced to meet balance of payments requirements and to compile improved 
statistics on Australia's external indebtedness and foreign investment position. These 
changes will result from a review of foreign investment statistics, and will be in 
response to the changing needs of users of these statistics and to the growth in size and 
complexity of international capital markets. 


Finance Companies, Australia, July 1985 (5639.0), released on 9 October 1985, was the 


first issue under this title. This publication was previously titled Finance Companies 
(Financial Corporations Act), Australia. anaemia 


. Price Indexes of Metallic Materials, Australia, September 1985 (6410.0), released on 17 
October 1985, announced that the ABS is currently preparing a new and expanded set of 
price indexes relating to materials and fuels used in Australian manufacturing industries. 
The new indexes will became available during the first half of 1986 and will contain index 
numbers back to July 1985 on reference base: Year 1984-85 = 100.0 


Among the new price indexes, which will be published in Price Indexes of Materials Used 
in Manufacturing Industry (6411.0), will be index numbers for certain metallic materials 
which will replace the series presently published in Table 1 of the publication Price 
Indexes of Metallic Materials, Australia (6410.0). The existing series of index numbers on 
reference base: Year 1968-69 = 100.0, will be replaced by index numbers from the new 


series from July 1985 onward.

- Building Activity, Australia, June Quarter 1985, Summary (8751.0), released on 22 


October 1985, comments that from July 1985, there has been a change in terminology used by 
the ABS in presenting building statistics. The terms ‘residential buildings' and 
‘non-residential building’ have replaced 'dwellings' and ‘other building’ respectively and 
‘other residential buildings’ replaced ‘other dwellings'. The publication further comments 
that these were only changes in terminology anc they did not affect the classification of 
the various types of buildings nor the statistics; also the concept of a ‘dwelling wit’ 
remained unchanged.
